The border conflict was sett 

temporarily earlier this month, 


mainly through the mediation of 


Egypt. At the time Kuwait im- 

plied that the crisis with Iraq 

had made it necessary for it to 

keep the two Lightning squadrons, 

meant for Egypt, within its own 
rs, 

Egypt’s contacts with Saudi 
Lightnings have been going on for 
several wonths, although in com- 
plete secrecy. 

The Egyptians intensified their 
discussions with Kuwait and Sau- 
di Arabia after the reports that 
Cairo recently received two squad- 
rons of Lil Mirages and one 
squadron of Iraq Hunter planes. 

The contributions by Arab states 
to Egypt's military potential is part 
of an anti-Israel war strategy 
worked out by the 18-nation Arab 
League Defence Council at a con- 
ference held in Calro last Decem- 
ber. The strategy was reviewed by 
Arab Chiefs of Staff at a joint 
meeting in Cairo ast week. 


In accordance with the joint Arab 
milftary plan, Arab states would 
contribute to the war efforts of the 
Arab “front-line countries,” Egypt, 
Syria and Jordan. The Egyptian 
War Minister, General Ismail A, 
has been named joint Commander- 
in-Chief of the three countries. The 
Beyptians last week said they were 
conducting talks with Jordan for 
closer coordination towards what 
Cairo terms the “inevitable battle" 
with Israel. 5 

The Egyptian authorities yester- 
day continued their highly vocal 
war preparations, registering civil 
defence volunteers at special mili- 
tary training bases which opened 
this week. The registration and 
training of volunteers are among 
several emergency measures ordered 
by President Anwar Sadat. 

Cairo Radio sald that President 
Sadat will deliver “an important 
political speech” tomorrow, May 
Day, on the latest developments in 
the Middle East crisis. 


Lengthy talks on Viet truce 
violations continue in Paris 


PARIS. — American and North 
Vietmamese officials met for five- 
and-a-half hours in a suburban Paris 
villa yesterday in the second round 
of taike sald by Washington to be 
preparing for a new meeting be- 
tween Henry Kissinger and Hanoi's 
Le Due Tho. ὃ 

North Vietmam has not yet offi- 
cially agreed to such a meeting. 
The meetings are supposed to deal 
with ways of ending violations of 
the cease-flre alleged by both sides. 

Hanol’s Deputy Foreign Minister, 
Nguyen Co Thatch, said after yes- 
terday’s meeting that it “concerned 
the whole of the Paris agreements” 
estabishing a cease-fire in Vietnam, 
stressing that “all the points” were 
touched upon. Mr. Thach made a 
similar statement after Friday's 
first meeting. 

Dr. Kissinger's deputy, William 
SuHivan, had no statement when he 
left the meeting site in a villa oc- 
cupied by Ambassador David Bruce 
when he was leading the U.S. dele- 
gation to the Paris peace talks. 

A further meeting will teke place 
today at the Communist villa at 
Suburban Gif-sur-Yvette. Mr. SulH- 
van returns to Washington tomor- 
row. 

The talks were jointly announced 
earlier last week after the U.S. 
charged North Vietnam with infil- 
trating 30,000 troops into South Viet- 
mam since the cease-fire at the end 


of January. The U.S. also said there 
would be a mid-May meeting in 
Paris between Dr. Kissinger and Le 
Duc Tho. But Hanoi did not an- 
mounce such a meeting and Mr. 
Thach told newsmen earlier “there 
45 no question of anything like that 
for the time being.” 

The talks in Paris also took in 
Cambodia, where fighting 18 still go- 
ing on outside the”capital, Phnom 
Penh. Yesterday, reinforced Cam- 
bodian government troops ferried 
across the Mekong river and secur- 


ed the bank facing Phnom Penh 
without opposition, although Com- 
munist troops were still only five 
kms. away, . 

Military sources reported the Com- 
munists were simply pulling back 
into marshy ground a short distance 
away from the river, taking their 
rocket-launchers with them. Two 
small battalions of rocket specialists 
— up to about 250 men each — are 
among the Communist forces close 
to Phnom Penh, according to the 
sources. (AP, Reuter)

Shmuel Benzur, 
veteran diplomat, 
dies at 67 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 

Mr. Shmuel Benzur, the Inspec- 
tor-General of the Foreign Service 
and one of Israel's veteran diplo- 
mats, died yesterday in Jerusalem 
aged 67. 

Mr. Benzur was born in Hungary 
and was attive in the Labour Zion- 
ist movement there until he came 
to this country in the late "thirties. 
He entered the Israel Foreign Min- 
istry with its inception. His first 
posting was to Budapest, where he 
opened Israel's embassy. Later, he 
served as Ambassador to Austria, 
returning to Jerusalem to become 
deputy Director-General of the For- 
eign Ministry with responsibility 
for administration. 

In the early ‘sixties, he was sent 
as Ambassador to Switzerland, and 
in 1967 became Inspector-General 
cf the Forelgn Service. 

He is survived by his wife Sa- 
rah and his son, Bytan, who is 
Foreign Minister Abba Eban’s poli- 
tical secretary.

Five-year 
plan to 
Cabinet

Finance Minister Pinhas Sapir 
will present to the Cabinet today 
his updated five-year economic de- 
velopment plan, which forecasts a 
continued growth of the gross na- 
tional product, no Jetup in the high 
rate of employment and a gradual 
increase in. exports. i 

Discussion of the plan, covering 
1974 through 1979, will take up 
the bulk of today’s Cabinet session. 

In its previous report, the Trea- 
sury’s Heoromic Planning Awuthor- 
ity predicted an annual 7.3 per cent 
growth in the GNP, and an expan- 
sion of personal consumption by 5.7 
per cent a year. ὃ 

Today's report is expected to be 
one of the central subjects in the 
deliberations of the Prime Minis- 
ter’s Third Economic Conference, 
which convenes in Jerusalem on 
May 27. . 

The economic planners also fore- 
see no appreciable increase in de- 
fence expenditures in the next five 
yeans, and believe the standard of 
living will rise more rapidly among 
the low income groups than among 
the population as a whole. -

' Mr. Yaffe said Mr. Saptr, Jewish 
Agency Chairman Arye Pincus, and 
the heads of institutes of higher 
learning engage in mobilizmg these 
donations for special projects which 
are exclusive of the usual fund drives. 
Mr. Yaffe, who is Special Adviser on 
fund ralsing to Mr. Pincus, stressed 
that regular reports on the funds' 
operations huve been conveyed to 
the Premier, Mr. Pincus, the State 
Comptroller and the Knesset Finance 
Committee Chairman.

The Chief of Staff. Rav-Aluf David 
Blazar, speaking at the memorial 
ceremony at Kibbutz Lohamei Ha- 
getaot, settled by survivors of 
various European ghettos, recalled 
that only five years separated the 
fail ef the Warsaw Ghetto, after 
weeks of resistance against the 
Germans, and the establishment of 
the State of Israel. 

The Jews in the ghettos died be- 
cause they were in exile, the Chief 
of Staff said. “They were outcasts 
and there was no Israel" But the 
generation of today had learned its 
lesson. “We are proud of our free- 
dom and will fight for it. Israel has 
a new strength and an old spirit. 
We have the modern power to fight 
and the ancient will to exist”

There 
was no question of Mr. Schick's 
sincerity, the court said; further- 
more, there was no reason a 
man could not change his status 
when it had been determined 
for him when he was 2 minor.

‘Libya controls large 


Al Fatah 


LONDON (Reuter). — Libya has 
successtully won control of 4 subs- 
tantial part of the Fatah, the "Sun- 
day Times” reported yesterday. 

“The Times” said that its infor- 
mation came “from sources close to 
the Sudanese Government in Khar- 
toum,” where an investigation com- 
mission had submitted a secret re- 
port on the March killings of three 
diplomats to Sudanese President 
Jaafar el Numeiri. 

The newspaper's front page ar- 
ticle said that the terrorist chief 
who planned the affair was Fatah's 
Khartoum representative Fawaz 
Yassin, and that he had recently 
fied from Libya to South Yemen 
to avoid facing an ingulry into the 
affair being conducted by terrorist 
leader Yasser Arafat. 

According to the secret report, 
Arafat did not know of the opera- 
tion and was appalled by it because 
it established a link between Fatah 
and the extremist Black September 
unit which‘he was anxious to disa- 
vow. 

“Even more alarming to him, 
though, was that the affair could 
only have been mounted with the 
collaboration of a considerable num- 
ber of senior people inside Fatah's 
Lebanon organization,” the “Sunday 
Times” article said.

Fawaz Yassin, the paper said, left 
Khartoum for Libya only hours be- 
fore the Khartoum operation began. 
His subsequent flight to a far part 
of the Arab world “has allegedly 
been made with the connivance of 
the Libyan President, Colonel Gad- 
dai,” the paper added. 

“Arafat has taken this escape as 
confirming his worst fears — that 
a substantial part of the Fatah 
movement that he nominally cont- 
rols has in fact been subverted by 
Libyan cash until it is now less a 
Palestinian organization than ‘an 
agent of Gaddafi's dream of a new 
Islamic empire,’ as the source put 
it to us," the “Sunday Times" said. 


Four Soviet Baptists 
jailed in crack-down 


. MOSCOW (AP). — A Byelorussian 
people's court has imprisoned four 
evangelical Baptists In a continuing 
crack-down on small _ religious 
groups. 

Other victims In recent months 
have been a Buddhist scholar who 
hed followers from the Mongolian 
border to the Baltic and an under- 
ground group of Jehovah's Wit- 
nesses in Lithuania, Latvia and 
northwestern Russia. 

The sentencing of the Baptists to 
“varying terms" of imprisonment 
was reported fn the Friday issue 
of "Sovietskaya Byelorussia.” It 
reached Moscow yesterday from 
the Byelorussian capital of Minsk. 

The paper, organ of the Soviet 
Republic's Communist Party, named 
the two men and two women sen- 
tenced as Yevgeny Silchukov, Ivan 
Trukhan, Lidiya Korzhanets and 
Nina Masyuk, It said their trial was 
held recently in the town of Soli- 
gorsk, but gave no dates. 

All were members of a Baptist 
splinter group called the Initsiativ- 
niki (Initiativists), which split in 
1961 from the official church leader- 
ship, the All-Union Council of Evan- 


gelical Christions and Baptists, 
‘The reform group said church 
leaders had betrayed the faith dy 
allowing state authorities to exer- 
‘cise full control over the church 
and its activities. The four Byelo- 
russian Initiativists were accused 
at their trial of not registering 
their congregations with the author- 
itles, giving religious instruction to 
minors and “forcing” them to at- 
tend services, and urging dische- 
dience of Soviet Jaws. 
“Sovietskaya Byelorussia’ said 
the four preached “the sinful cha- 
racter and depravity of Soviet rea- 
lity and hurled mud at everything 
‘created by the Soviet people.” 
The charges were almost identical 
to those against nine Jehovah's Wit- 
nesses sent to Jabour canyps earlier 
this month after a trial in the Li- 
thuanian port city of Klaipeda. 
They were also similar — but 
not as sensatiomal — to the accu- 
sationg made by the state against 
the Buddhist .scholar, Bidya Dan- 
daron. He got five years in a la- 
bour camp after a December trial 
in the south Siberlan city of Ulan 
Ude. 


Jordan to 
launch 
Valley plan 


AMMAN (AP). — A $100m. 
plan to settle 90,000 people in 
the Jordan Valley — Israel’s 
longest cease-fre line — will 
“start next month with a pilot 
houalng project, senlor Jordanian 
officials announced yesterday. 

The $200,000 pilot profect will 
be financed jointly by the Jor- 
danian Government and the 
US.ALD. grant, said Omar Ab- 
dullah, director-general of the 
Jordan Valley Commission.

US.ALD. is also giving a loan 
of $10m, toward the total pro- 
ject, which includes dam con- 
strucHon and irrigation schemes. 


Khrushchev is 
subject for 


‘immoral’ sculptor 


MOSCOW (UPI). — Hundreds of 
Russians gathered yesterday, the 
Orthodox Easter Sunday, at the 
grave of one-time Premier Nikita 
S. Khrushchev to see ‘hts monument 
by the controversial sculptor Ernst 
Neizvestny. But the monument was 
not there. 

The grave at Novodevichy (Young 
Maiden) Convent Cemetery, second 
only to the Kremlin Wall as this 
country’s national pantheon, was 
smothered with fresh flowers, dyed 
Raster eggs and ritual cakes. A 
simple stone slab and a blown-up 
photograph topped the grave. 

Several crates containing compo- 
nents of Neizvestny'a monument 


-surrounded the grave. They will pro- 


pbably be mounted shortly, about 19 
months since the disgraced ruler’s 
death in 1971. 

Moscow’s artistic world is anxious 
to see the work by the modernist 
‘sculptor whom Khrushchev aittacked 
in 1962 ag “immoral” and compared 
him with abstract painters whose 
works, he said, “were only fit to 
hang in public toilets.”

Clandestine 
arsenals 


found in Italy 


GENOA (Reuter). — Para-military 
carabinitre police, on special alert 
after a recent wave of terrorist at- 
tacks in Italy, have discovered 
clandestine arsenals in Genoa and 
Milan, 

In Genoa, they found a cardboard 
box containing 100 stleks of dyna- 
mite, 89 detonators and more than 
300 metres of detonating wire, hid- 
den in a gorge on cliffs. 

Police have been carrying out 
stringent searches in ἐπε ὅττι, area 
since a t-wing ist was 
found Siren on the Turin-Rome 
express just south of here, 

Police said he was injured by a 
detonator which went off as he waz 
Freparing a bomb, which if it had 
exploded properly could have wreck- 
ed.

No details of the reply were dis- 
closed. Minister of State Mr. Abdel-

border settlement in a memorandum 
nearly threa weeks ago, following 
an abortive meeting here of the two

The ‘ministerial meeting ended in 
deadlock, according to subsequent 
accounts, when Iraq insisted Kuwait 
rélinguish two islands and a coastal 
uwip dominating ite one outlet to 
the gulf, from the port of Umm 
Qasr.

— The Dutch national 
tennis team, which arrived here

The squad consists of Jan Hor- 
dijk, Nick Fleury, Fred Hemmes 
and non-playing captain Dick La- 
meris, with the party being com- 
pleted by coach Rinus Buytelaar. 

(Israel's team, announced last 
week, comprises Yehoshua, Shalem, 
Yosef Stabholz, Yair Wertheimer 
and Ronny Lerver. National coach 
Ian Froman is the gide’s non-playing 
captain.) 

The winner of this second-round 
European tie — both countries re- 
ceived byes in the first round — 
qualify for 2 match against power- 
ful Rumania. . 

This wil be Holland's 75th Davis 
Cup tle, and Israel's 24th. To date, 
“Helland has chalked up 28 wins, 
while Israel has registered four vic- 
tories. Since 1966, however, Israel 
has the better record in the world- 
wide .competition, with three suc- 
cesses against only. two of the 
Dutch. 

Yesterday evening, after four 
hours οὗ training at the Ramat Gan 
tennls stadium im a temperature of 
23 degrees, Lameris told The Jeru- 
salem Post that his players had 


been happy with the comparatively 
cool weather, “though it was still 
net enough for us, considering that 
the temperature was down to seven 
degrees when we left Amsterdam 
on Saturday.” The Dutch team, 
which played the French Riveria 
elrcuit throughout March, had found 
Ramat Gan’s clay courts somewhat 
faster than they were used to back 
home. ' 

Discussing prospects for the tie, 
Lameris gaid: “We know absolutely 
nothing about Israeli tennis, and so 
regard this as a completely open 
match which could go either way.” 

The Dutch captain revealed that 
Holland's crack professional, Tém 
Okker, had declined an Invitation 
to join the team to meet Israel be- 
cause of his commitments with the 
world championship tennis group. 
But Okker --- whose first important 
international win was in the 1965 
Maccablah — would be available 
for the tie against Rumania, should 
Holland defeat Israel. 

Froman expressed guarded con- 
fidence about Israel's chances in the 
coming match.

Nine per cent feel that the White 
Elcuse has been frank and honest 
on Watergate, while 28 per cent are 
not sure, said the poll, which was 
Published in the New York “Post.” 

To the question: “Do you feel 
that President Nixon personally 
knew about the attempt to wiretap 
Democratic headquarters. or not?” 
32 per cent answered in the affir- 
mative, 34 per cent negative and 
54 per cent were not sure. ᾿ 


To the same question asked in 
September 1972, 11 per cent said 
they thought Mr. Nixon knew of the
